PLAN TO CURB SPEEDERS 

’ Also Agree to Raise the Lid on the 
j Fourth With Strict Enforcement 

I of the Law Previously 

f So tar a.s noise is concerni'd the lid 
: will in* off ill Sierra :\Iadre on the 
honi'th of .Inly, But tin* city trustees 
Mailt it understood that the Fourth 
' will not begin for about ten days yet, 
; .V resolution was passed last evening 
‘ permitting the old-fashioned kind of 
celeliration for tlie 24-lionr period from 
. inidiiiglit to midniglit of the Fourth. 

I Blit this action of tin* trustees docs 
) not allow the premature celeliration 
whicli lias been customary. Tliero is a 
‘ city ordinance prohibiting the shooting 
of lirecracker.s. fireworks or firearms 
’ entirely except when the ordinance is 
suspiiided by resiihition of the trustees 
, for a specific time. Crnrseiinently tlie 
])reniatur(* (“xplosion.s of patrioti.sni in 
Ihe form of firecrackers and other im- 
jilenn'iits of warfare i- unlawful and 
will 1(0 tlealt with accordingly, say the 
trustees. 

Considerable time was -pent in dis- 
eus.sing the evils of .speeding autos and 
motorcycles. It was agreed that some 
radical slep.s ,-honld be taken to stop 
the miisanee and peril caii.s<-d by reck¬ 
less driving. Alderman .Stcinheigcr 
suggested tliat City Attorney .Madden 
he employed to catch tlic speeders with 
ids macliinc. hut Trustee Graham 
thought tlu* attorney would willingly 
pay a few tiiu's liiniself if he could only 
generate enough speed to fracture the 
law. It is lik(*ly that motorcyeli* police¬ 
men will he imported or some other 
method taken for timing and waylaying 
the speed maniacs who u.st! Baldwin 
avenue as a sort of shoot-the-chute.s, 
and other streets in an oiinallv danger-

Mayor .iones announced the appoint¬ 
ment of George B. Morgridge as a mem¬ 
ber of the municipal library board.

PROTECTION Tor campers 

Pollution of Mountain Streams is Dan¬ 
gerous and Against the Law 

“Look out for the campers above and 
protect the campers below,” says Dr. 
Raymond Russ. Acting Secretary State 
Hoard of Health, in warning vacation¬ 
ists about stream-borne typhoid germs 
and exposing the teeth of fallacious old 
“saws” about the self-purification of run¬ 
ning water. 

■•The ty{)hoid fever haeilln.'*.’’ states 
Dr. Russ, is not known to multiply 
under natural conditions outside of the 
human organism. When thrown off in 
the wastes of the body it eventually 
dies unless it succeeds in gaining an 
entrance to another human host. B\it 
it is capable of living for weeks in run¬ 
ning water. Mountain streams through 
shaded canyons afford swift and com¬ 
paratively safe means of passage for 
tliese deadly wanderers. Unwary camp¬ 
ers along the hanks make a favorable 
field for invasion. Those who give cred¬ 
ence to fallacious old saws about watei 
j)uiifying it.sidf in running two feet, or 
two ndles. or some other absurdly sliort 
distance, are especially open to attack. 

•AVatcr appearances are deceitful. The 
present of tyjihoid germs in a stream 
is not necessarily accompanied by turhid- 
ness. offensive odor, or foulness of taste. 
It is best for campers to boil their 
water unless they can make sure that 
tlie sources of the stream are unpol¬ 
luted. Danger may lie in the presence of 
a careless camper a hundred yards up 
stream who is coming down with typhoid 
fever. Or, twenty-five miles further up. 
the stream may catch the underground 
drainage from the toilets of a luml)er 


camp where there are s<weral “carriers," 
that is, persons who have had typhoid 
fever a number of weeks or months 1 h'- 
fore and who still continue to throw 
off virulent disease germs in the wastes 
of the body. A Mate law makes stream 
])ollution a misdemeanor, and vigilant va¬ 
cationists can greatly aid in its enforce¬ 
ment. Protecting the campers on the 
stream l)elow is simply a matter of mak¬ 
ing it impossible for wastes of the liu- 
man hotly to drain into the water." 

TRIBUTE TO SAUERWEIN 

Last wet'k’s Graphic contained the fol¬ 
lowing appreciation of the late Frank 
.‘sauerwein, whose death was reported in 
the News: 

"With deep regret 1 chronicle the death 
at Stamford. Conn., this wet'k of the 
uilented artist. Frank P. Saiuuwein. than 
whom a more gifted painter .Southern 
California has not known. He left Los 
\n<feles two months ago to visit his 
father's home in Connectient. a journey 
that his friends here reganled with aj)- 
prehension. since the artist's health was 
in a most precarious state. But his 
mind was set oji seeing his father after 
a long separation, and perhaps he realized 
that unless he started when he did his 
wish never could he realized. Aside 
from his great talents with tlie brush, 
he w'as possessed of a fine mind, stored 
with the best that Ixxtks could give or 
a chise acquaintance with nature could 
bestow. Bravely be faced his fate, un¬ 
complainingly, cheerfully. He had a pas¬ 
sion for painting, and even when he was 
in greatest phy.sical distress he would 
strive to forget his suffering by seating 
himself before bis easel at a favorite 
composition. His imaginative qualities 
were of a high order. p<ietic and artis¬ 
tic in an uncommon measure, and as a 
colorist he had few superiors. The brief 
dispatch states tliat his allies will he 
conveyed to Arizona for burial, in ac¬ 
cordance with his last re([ue't. I do not 
wonder at it. He love<l the desert, and 
he knew it in its most intimate moods. 
A braver, tenderer, purer spirit than 
Frank Sauerwein's never inhabited earth¬ 
ly tenement, and while his many friends 
here are genuinely grieved at the news 
of his demise, tliey realized that it wa- 
inevitable. But to die at forty, and so 
hiehly endowed, is a Siul thought, never¬ 
theless.” 

MILLIONS SPENT ON FRAUDS 

Over !i!l5.000,00n annually is poured 
into the cofi'ers of those who exploit and 
advertise fake consumption cures, accord 
ing to a statement issvied today by the 
National Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis; and for this 
vast sum the victims receive nothing 
in return, but are often permanently 
injured and in the majority of case^ 
clieated out of the chance for a real 
cure. Worse still, most of this money 
is paid by those who can least afford 

it. 

The N'alional Association has inve.sti- 
gated several hundred so-called “cures” 
and “treatments” for tuberculosis now 
being advertised throughout the coun¬ 
try, anil finds that more thaTi 100.000 

a year is being spent in soliciting the j 
patronage of the ])ublic. On examina¬ 
tion, it lias U-en found that the great 
majority of these •‘cures” contain harm¬ 
ful and habit-forming drugs, such as 
morphine, iqjium and chloroform. None 
of them will cure coiisunqition. Tlie 
onlv cure for this disease tliat has ever 
be<‘n discovered is the combination of 
fresh air. rest and wholesome food. All 
of the “cures” that attempt to destroy \ 
the tubercle bacillus without these or to' 
stop the progress of the disease in some | 
mysterious way are branded as frauds 
and impositions. ,
